producing. Any Government is botter than 
no Government, and slmost any creed is 
better than uo creed.’ “Whatevor may have 
been. the real influence of the Oatholio reli- 
gion'in Mexico during the past half century, 
the outward visible signs were scrupulously 
-observed.- Naw, remarkable change-is in 
operation, Thechurches are neglected, the 
saored imagea which were so carefully saltit- 
ed are passed unnotioed, the processious aro 
discontinued, arid the festivals exist only in 
the calendars, _A-correspondent of the He. 
rald says.‘ From the best information 
attainable. the Uuited States is the most 
flourishing Oatholic nation. now existing, 
There the Jesuit fathers. are making great. 
Progress, while in’ Mexicé, Italy, Spain, and 
haps France, they are losing ground and 
ave thé popular abhorrence. The Holy 


Father ought to establish himself in the 
United States, ‘and if he would reconcile 
himself to giving up his temporal power he 
could have a fine spiritual dominion within 
the American Union... Mexico is rather the 
more Protestant nation of the two 3 80 the 
progress of reform and reorganisation in 
exico is only @ matter of time, ‘The ideas 
must bo formed and disseminated among the 
legislators and people, and’ they will after- 
wards be realised,” This. state of things 
iust be considersd vory deplorable, Priest. 
ly infliencs. in Mexico ‘was-avything but 
beneficial, but the formule -have been so 
strictly carried out hitherto that the sudden 
‘change coriainly angurs no good, As for the 
“reorganisation ” which the correspondent 
speaks of, we wish we could believe in it, 
Those who. believs in’ the existeuce of 
English captives in Africa seem to have 
thought that they would enlist: the pub- 
lic on theit side by bringing the matter for- 
ward while yet we were congratulating cur- 
selves on the success of the Abyssinian Ex 
edition.’
